There is good room to believe that the 
Jaw restricting: the immigration of Chincse 
has been violated, intentionally or other- 
wiso, by the officiols of China upon whom 
[dovolved tho duty of ccrtifying that tho 
immigrants belong to the excopted elasses, 
Measures haye been taken to ascertain’ tho 
facts incidont to this aupposud infraction, 
and it is believed that the Gorornment. of 
China will ‘co-operate with tho United 
States in securing the faithful observance 
of tho law. 

Tho samo considomtion which prompted 
Congress at ity. last session: to return to 
Japan the Shimoneski Indematty scems to 
require at its hands like action in respoct to 
the Canton indemnity fund, now amount- 
ing to $300,000. 

The question of the general revision of 
the foreign treaties of Japan has been 
considered in an internationa! conference 
held. at Tokio, but without definite result 
ay yot.
